Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 10.—Form er 
Senator Edward W ard Carmack, edi­ 
tor of the Tennesseean, was shot and 
killed late Monday afternoon on Sev­ 
enth avenue north, in front of the 
Polk flats, by Robin Cooper, a son of 
Colonel Duncan B. Cooper. 
Mr. Car­ 
mack was going north on Seventh av 
enue in front of the Polk flats as 
Colonel Cooper and his son Robin 


shot in the right shoulder, but was not 
badly hurt.

College Case. 
W ashington, Nov. IO.—In deciding 
the case of Berea college vs. the State 
of Kentu ck y favorably to the state, 
the 
su p rem e 
cou rt

States held that the states of the Un­ 
ion may constitu tionally legislate to 
p revent the co-edu cation of the white 
and black races. 
The case was insti­

The higher state cou rt 
took the position that the white and 
black races are natu raly antagonistic 
and that the enforced sep aration of 
the children of the two is in the line 
of the preservation of the peace.

When 
I told him he would have no trouble 
in getting any number of what he 
wanted lie ftmllod and seemed pleased 
I told him how delighted everybody 
was when they heard of his contem­ 
plated trip and that he would get a 
warm welcome from the people there.
